Well, watch out ... it is kind of addictive. 


First of all, don't be so concerned about the rusty CW. QRPers have the 
worst fists on the planet, so you'll be in good company. I think it's 
because a lot of them build stuff, and maybe what they built causes them to 
get on the air. Bit it will only be for a few evenings, then it's on to the 
next project. It might be several projects before another one gets them on 
the air, so they don't get much practice! 


(I'm gonna get beat up for that comment for sure - might as well go for 
broke ...) 


Anyway, concerning the rigs, there is a surprising range of kits available. 
A lot of QRP rigs are so-called 'novelty' rigs. These are fun and cheap, 
but if you're not on the air making contacts already, I would recommend 
against these. Rigs like the Pixie, the KnightSMiTe, and the Fireball 40 
are extremely simple and fun, but it is a bit of a challenge making contacts 
with these very simple radios. 


The greatest number of kits seem to be in the single band, approx $100 US 
radios. A friend of mine has been looking at this sort of radio recently, 
and it seems like the NC-20/Red Hot 20 has the most bang for the buck here, 
but Norcal quit kitting the NC-20 some time back, and Dave has indicated 
that he won't be shipping Red Hot 20's for an indefinite period. Still some 
show up on this list for sale, 3 today in fact, and at least one was an 
unbuilt kit. (I expect a lot of folks got home with their Dayton goodies and 
the XYL told them they were selling off some stuff to make room - it's rare 
to see one a month!) For every one of the probably 2 dozen other radios in 
this group you can find a dozen folks who will swear by it! Most of these 
are varactor tuned, which seems to be the favorite way of doing this these 
days, although a few are VXO's. There may even be a DDS example or two, but 


a DDS system costs between 70-100 so it's tough to get one into a $100 
radio. 


There are a number of multiband radios available as kits in the $250-500 
neighborhood. Each has unique features, some have plug in band modules to 
reduce the price, some are DDS. Elecraft has recently announced a Ki, a 
baby brother to the K2, which looks awfully interesting, but not available 
yet. 


*xTHEx rig to have these days is the K2. This is definitely high end and 
unless you are real confident with a soldering iron, I wouldn't jump into 
one of these. However, if you are real good with a soldering iron, and 
don't mind spending some change, this is one killer radio. There was a QST 
article a couple of months back that's worth looking up.

A few weeks back someone sent a link for Hosfelt's www.hosfelt.com and I 
stopped by to check it out. Hosfelt's has a variety of surplus power 
supplies of different types and I needed an inexpensive 12V supply for my 
QRP stuff, HT, etc. to supplement my solar charged gel cells. There are 
quite a few different switchers offered by Hosfelts and being the value 
conscious (cheap!) person that I am wanted something inexpensive but good. 

I have been casually looking around for a PS for awhile and found that while 
the Astrons are nice, $70 for a 12 amp switcher is more power supply than I 
wanted to pay for. I did find a Samplex(?) 13.6VDC @ 5 AMP power supply 
for $25 at Fry's here in Dallas that I had been mulling over but I have no 
experience with their products. I have also looked at inexpensive used PC 
power supplies but have shyed away from them after looking inside a few and 
found that they are "highly cost optimized" (cheaply made!). Anyway, I 
found a "small" switcher at Hosfelt's, Part number 40-181, with the TRW name 
on it. It uses a standard IEC 110/120V plug vs. a barrier strip found on 
some of the surplus supplies and the power out connections use the standard 
PC four pin power connectors. It seemed to have all the advantages of using 
inexpensive PC standard stuff but with industrial quality. The one 
interesting feature of this supply is that it has a remote on/off 
capability. You MUST supply 6VDC - 9VDC (20 ma continuously) at a front 
panel plug for the power supply to run. Since it's going to sit out of 
sight under my desk, this was perfect for me. I'll steal some juice from 
one of my wall warts and wire it to a small SPST switch with an LED in the 
corner of my desk. The one odd thing is that the power supply has a fan 
which I thought was probably overkill in a supply of it's size but it gets 
toasty in the shack at times and I'd rather be safe than sorry. TRW has a 
pretty good track record of building industrial strength stuff so I thought 
for $7.95 I'm in. I spent another couple bucks for a power cord too. I 
must have half a dozen extra IEC cords around the house but they always seem 
to sprout legs and walk off somewhere. Of course, there's $8.00 freight so 
we once again pay the UPS bargain tax. The supply is advertised at 12VDC at 


4.13 AMP and 5VDC at 3.04 AMP. It appeared quite adequate for my needs, TRW 
sounded better than Samplex to me, and the price was right. 


Well, the supply arrived in a few days, well packaged, wrapped in plastic. 
It feels and looks industrial. It's manufactured in Taiwan but upon opening 
it up you quickly see this is no cheap personal computer power supply. The 
first thing I found is that this supply provides 4.13 AMP 12VDC and 3.04AMP 
5VDC at EACH of the 3 CONNECTORS. I checked and yes, all the connectors are 
wired to common +5, +12, and ground points in the supply. So we're talking 
12 AMPS of 12VDC and 9AMPs of 5VDC. That explains the fan. A very pleasant 
surprise for about $18.00 (shipped w/ power cord). When I opened it up 
...WOW. It has an EMI filter built-in. And bless ‘em, the fuse is ina 
fuse holder and not soldered in. Plus, there's little tiny white trimpots 
for adjusting the voltages! I had hoped to be able to get the 12VDC up to 
13.5VDC but no luck. It did go all the way up to 12.8VDC though which will 
work fine for my uses. I don't have the facilities to test peak current 
output under load so that will remain a mystery for now. 


Anyway, I thought I'd share my journey with all those looking for an 
inexpensive, but well-made, power supply for the shack. And a thank you to 
whoever sent the link to Hosfelt's.

Hi Ken et al, 


I own an RS 22-503 and use it to power/recharge my K2 - no problems/or 
noise - none! However, I use (exclusively) unbalanced feeders - there are 
no parallel feeders or random wire hanging off the back of the K2. I 
xbelievex this has a great deal to do with my success in using this 
switcher and why some folks experience high levels of switcher hash, etc. 
Over time there's been a number of posts on the Elecraft reflector that 
seem to validate this phenomenon. 


IMO, it's a bit ummmm, rash to dismiss xallx switchers as "bad." The JA 
designers have proven - long ago - that it's quite possible to install a 
switcher IN a transceiver with no noise problems noted. Granted, their 
switchers are considerably more expensive than the little RS unit 
however... ":)

I looked 
out over my driveway, I have enough room to string out a 40m dipole--I 
stretched out a 40m folded dipole, made from the '88 handbook, that never 
seemed to work anyhow, but it fit ok. So, I do have some space. 


Question one: I'd like to work on 80, 40, 20 mostly (I think). I wasn't 
planning on making a trapped dipole, I was just going to string up some 
wire, come down on 300 ohm twin lead (maybe 10 - 20 feet of it), 1:1 balun 
to coax, homemade tuner, radio. Then just tune it for each band. Sound 
decent? I didn't want to use a random wire set-up, as I want to keep RF 
out of the house, where the radio most likely will be--cuz' I'll probably 
wind up with a DC reciever, and I don't want to "hear" myself.

All, 


I have successfully lobbied the hams at my place of employment (PolarFab) to run 
an all-QRP field day this year. We are planning to run 2A solar powered. During 
the day we will have a SSB station and a CW station. At night, we will probably 
have 2 CW stations if 80M isn't too noisy or if 20M stays open. 


My question regards the "ideal" antenna for the CW station. I am quite aware that 
there is not a single ideal antenna for all bands and all potential QSO's at all 
times. But of course I'm always looking to maximize overall point potential. Which 
antenna is the best choice for highest point potential does not derive so easily 
from a mechanical, systematic analysis. 


My first choice has been an 80-M horizontal loop, corner fed with 450-ohm ladder 
line. Alternatively, I have been considering using a DK9SQ loop. However I 
simulate it with EZNEC, it appears that on 80-20, the horizontal loop clearly 
outperforms the DK9SQ at most azimuth angles. (The exception is at the lowest 
elevation angles where the DK9SQ outperforms for DX contacts )However there are 
deep nulls in the horizontal loop pattern at 14 Mhz and higher and this could be a 
disadvantage in lost QSO's since I cannot rotate the horizontal loop to fill in 


the nulls. 


Has anyone on this list ever done a similar analysis and come to any conclusions 
that they would like to share? Any practical experience which tells you which is a 
better field day antenna?

Shawn, 
Question one answer: 


Sounds okay but keep the coax part very short since 
the feedline will be operating in a mismatched 
condition and the coax will be the greatest source of 
loss. A balanced tuner with no coax would be better. 


Question two answer: 


A ground is not necessary for a balanced antenna to 
function properly as an antenna. A ground for 
electrostatic discharge is another story. This can be 
done at the tuner but it would be best to try and keep 
the discharge path out of the house. If your balun is 
just outside of your house this would probably be a 
good point to ground your antenna system since in most 
1:1 balun designs there is a DC path between all 
conductors (not necessarily a low impedance path 
though). About the best you can hope for is to 
prevent damage from nearby lightning strikes and high 
voltage discharge from blowing dust and snow. If you 
choose to do this use a low impedance path (thick 
braided wire) to a deep ground rod. If the antenna is 
only temporary just disconnect it and throw it out the 
window when your done with it.

Your GDO has to have enough coupling to the wire so that energy from the GDO 
is absorbed by the wire and a dip can be indicated. I assume this is a 
elevated radial system and not one on or in the ground. If it is the latter, 
don't worry about it, tuning will not make a difference due to the losses to 


the earth. If the former, disconnect the radial system from the ground and 
coax. Take a clip lead and wrap a turn or two around the GDO coil, this is a 
link coil. Connect one end to the radial system and the other end to the 
ground. You should be able to find a dip, if it is too broad, reduce the 
coupling by dropping down to a single turn and or making the turns bigger and 
move the GDO coil into the center of the link coil and moving it just outside 
and away from the link coil. 


What you are really doing by disconnecting the radials from ground is making 
it an antenna and measuring the frequency it likes to absorb energy at. This 
will be at 1/4 wavelength or odd multiples. So if it dips at 7.1Mhz, it's 
likely it will also have a dip around 21Mhz.

I sold my Autek in order to partially fund the purchase of the AEA/Tempo 
CIA-HF analyzer over a year ago. I found it useful though highly limited, 
both in performance and applicability. 


I have no experience with the MFJ units. 


The graphing capability of the CIA-HF together with its overall 
professional test equipment design and implementation place it ina 
different category from the others. While the price tag is somewhat 
higher, the performance and capabilities of the CIA-HF make it the 
instrument of choice for anything other than the most casual antenna 
work. 


Additionally, the CIA-HF can be completely computer controlled to yield 
large complex plots of all measured variables, which can then be printed 


out, and to provide for storage and recall of data. 


In my view, the CIA-HF is well worth its higher cost - the graphing 
feature alone has saved me hours of detailed work and has revealed 
aspects of my antenna systems that likely would never have been discerned 
using spot-frequency measurements, the only mode of operation supported 
by the Autek and MFJ units. 


The only operational disadvantage I have found is the speed of the 
internal processor. Offsetting that is the fact that about 10 or so 
variables are calculated each cycle over a specified frequency range 
compared with only one or two at a spot frequency with the other units.

Here we go again, the persistant thread about the "value" of a used kit. 
I realize that some (many?) feel that there's something wrong about 
getting a fair price on ANYTHING! I have listed commercial gear for fair 
prices and have gotten roasted, flamed and profaned for my posts. Maybe 
my skin is thicker than most, but the <Delete> key works just fine, and I 
did get a reply from a buyer, not a sucker. 


So we have a K2 listed for $1K. So what's the big deal? Let's look at 
this realistically: 


1 - The package as listed cost close to $700. It took some time to 
assemble the rig, and time is not free! 


2 - If I had half as much fun putting a K2 together as I recently had 
with the NorCal-20, it would be twice as much fun as working for a 
living, The entertainment value would mean that I shouldn't expect 
full hourly compensation for my time, so let's make it 1/2 of my 
"average" hourly rate (I'm salaried, no overtime here), or $6.00 


3 - 50 hours of construction and alignment time is not out of the 
question, so 50 x $6 = $300 


4 - $700 + $300 = $1,000 The math checks here. 
So the asking price is $1, 000. 


Where's the problem? If you can afford it, buy the rig. If you can't, 
buy the kit. If you can afford it, don't want to build the kit and don't 


want to buy the K2 then buy something else, but don't whine about the 
post. It's a reasonable price and post. 


Lastly use your <Delete>, not your <Reply> key 


Also, the normal protocol on any list that I have been on is to send a 
direct reply to a seller. If you wish to post to the entire list you 
are doing the seller and the List a disservice at best and a serious 
insult at worse.
